The Gallery of the Woman s Art Association of Canada was filled to 
overflowing on Wednesday afternoon, January 28th, when the ninth Annual 
Meeting of the Toronto Local Council of Women was held. 

The President, Mrs. George Kerr, presided, and opened the meeting in 
the usual way. 

The Corresponding Secretary, Miss Josephine MacCallum, read a report 
of the year s work, and the Treasurer, Mrs. Goad, presented a statement 
of the receipts and expenditure, showing a balance of $31.65. 

Both reports were adopted. 

The following ladies were appointed to act as Scrutineers : Mrs. PerH- 
val Parker, Miss Curzon, Miss Beatty and Miss Hart. 

A letter was read by the Corresponding Secretary from Dr. Eosebrugh, 
Secretary of the Prisoners Aid Association, containing an urgent appeil 
for increased support for the rescue work of the society, which at present;, 
owing to the reduction of the annual "rant from the city, is in need jf 
help, and asking for the assistance of the Council in securing the interest 
and co-operation of the women of Toronto in this work. 

Dr. Augusta Stowe Gullen moved, Mrs. Torrington seconded: 

That the request of the Prisoners Aid Association for co-operation in 
their rescue work, on behalf of women and girls, be referred to the favor 
able consideration of the Executive. Carried. 

In the absence of Miss FitzGibbon, the following resolution, prepared 
by her, was moved by Mrs. Torrington, seconded by Mrs. S. G. Wood: 
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RESOLUTION IN RE AID TO WOMEN EMIGRATION. 



That this Council do submit the following for discussion at the next 
meeting of the Executive of the National Council of Women of Canada, 
with the request that it be put on the Agenda for the consideration of the 
delegates and members attending the next Council meeting; 

Be it Eesolved, That, whereas, the Dominion Government are endeav 
oring by every means in their power to encourage women emigration as 
domestic servants, housekeepers, etc., etc., that the Council do co-operate by 
communicating with the Local Councils throughout the Dominion, asking 
their aid and sympathy with the work, and interest in women emigrating 
to these several districts, to give them such advice and assistance in pro 
curing employment as may be within their power, and to this end, that the 
address of the Secretary or Convener of any Committee appointed by said 
Local Councils to undertake this work, be sent to the Commissioner of 
Emigration, 17 Victoria Street, London, S.W., in order that he may put 
any such intending emigrant in communication with said Secretary or Con 
vener of whatever district she desires to settle in, that said emigrant may 
be advised of openings for employment, etc., which it is the mover s belief 
only women can furnish intelligently to women. Carried. 

Miss Carty read a communication from Miss FitzGibbon, advocating 
the foundation of an "Honorable Order of Domestic Service," as a means 
of raising the status of the calling. 

On the suggestion of the President that it be referred to a Committee 
for consideration, 

Mrs. Cummings moved, Miss Carty seconded: 

That the following be the Committee to consider the possibility of 
establishing an Honorable Order of Domestic Service, as outlined by Miss 
FitzGibbon: Mrs. Torrington, Lady Tavlor, Mrs. Massey-Treble, Mrs. Joy, 
Mrs. H. S. Strathy, with the President and Corresponding Secretary. 
Carried.

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CORRESPONDING SECRETARY S REPORT 



Madame President and Women of the Council: 

In presenting this, the ninth Annual Report of the Toronto Local 
Council, we can tell you of an increased number of Federated Societies, of 
well-sustained interest, and of good work done. During the year the Local 
Council of Jewish Women and the Toronto Festival Chorus have 
affiliated; three public meetings, eight Executive meetings, and 
four special meetings have been held; also an " evening " was given, wh^u 
Mayor Howland presided and Inspector Stark told in a most entertaining 
way, of his journey from ocean to ocean with the Duke and Duchess of 
York. 

In addition to the annual fee, $50 have been given to the National 
Council Aid, and $25 to the Guarantee Fund. 

The efforts of an energetic Advertisement Committee have made the 
printing of the Annual Eeport a source of income after paying all ex 
penses a surplus of more than $45 remains. 

The loan to the Doukhobor Fund ($285) has been repaid, and that 
some months before it was due. Several of the contributors, appreciating 
the businesslike methods of the Council, donated their subscriptions to the 
Council Fund; others gave theirs to the work of the "Broadview Settle 
ment. For the present, at least, this settlement has absorbed the Girls 
Clubs. 

The resolution passed at our last Annual Meeting, asking for repre 
sentation on the Board o Management of the Toronto Industrial Exhibi 
tion supplemented by personal appeal and the support of the Mayor and 
Board of Control secured the appointment of five of our most competent 
women as a Committee to suaperintend the fitting up and management of 
a building exclusively for women s work and women s interests. In addi 
tion to the usual w T ork and loan exhibit, the plan for this building includes 
a Demonstration Hall, where lessons in cooking, butter-making and Kinder 
garten methods will be given ; also stalls, " to be occupied by the different 
women s societies, and a tea-room, but, as you know, the new Main Build 
ing was not completed at the required time, so all intended improvements 
ivere postponed, and the women s exhibit w r as held under great disadvant 
ages in the old quarters. However, the benefit of this experience may more 
than counterbalance the disappointment of the enforced delay. 

It is expected that a Women s Building, worthy of the Province, will 
be in readiness for the opening of the Exhibition in August next. 

Thus far, the only tangible results of the movement to provide other 
accommodation than the jail for the insane, awaiting admission to the 
asylums, are a strongly corroborative report from the Civic Committee 
appointed to investigate existing conditions, and the approval of a much- 
interested public. Upon two occasions members of your Executive have 
joined with other deputations to urge upon the Government enactment of 
this reform. Our intention is to continue to agitate until this inhuman 
system is done away with. 

At other times during the year your representatives, with those of 
similar societies, have petitioned the Government for necessary reforms, and 
have asked the Police Commissioners to appoint an additional matron for 
the Police Court. 

In May a resolution was sent to Mayor Howland, calling his attention 
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"to the necessity for the appointment of a qualified woman nurse with 
hospital experience to care for the female prisoners in the jail." 

The Mayor laid our letter before the Board of Control; the Board of 
Control replied that such an appointment must be the work of the Gov 
ernment. There the matter rests for the time being. We shall send 
this resolution to the Government, hoping that, after the usual round of 
battledore and shuttlecock, the appointment will be made. 

A letter was written also to Dr. Sheard, Medical Health Officer of the 1 
city, asking that some more sanitary method for the delivery of bread and 
meat than the present be insisted upon by the authorities. Dr. Sheard replied 
that "it is exceedingly difficult to make regulations regarding bread and 
meat, such as are likely to be considered by the trade as increasing the price 
of these necessaries, but added that he would "carefully consider the 
matter, and, if possible, help to the end desired. 7 

A few weeks ago, Mrs. Learmont, Treasurer of the National Council, 
wrote, asking that, as the term of the Guarantee Fund secured by Lady 
Aberdeen has expired, leaving the Council entirely dependent upon its own 
resources, renewed efforts be made to secure annual patrons. Already, 
through members of this Council, seven new names have been added to the 
list. 

Our representatives to the Annual Meeting of the National Council at 
St. John, N.B. (Mrs. Torrington, Mrs. Hughes, Mrs. Grant, Miss Danard and 
Miss Harrington), brought back interesting reports to the public meeting in 
October, when we heard, as well, a comprehensive paper from Mrs. Nichol 
son Cutter (also a representative) on "The Significance of the Women s 
Council, and a report full of incident, from Mrs. Paterson, who repre 
sented this Council at the meeting of the Associated Charities, convened at 
Hamilton in September. 

At this October meeting a congratulatory letter to the National Council 
from Lady Aberdeen, and one from Her Excellency, the Countess of Minto, 
regarding the South African Graves mind, w r ere read. 

Extracts of Mrs. Cutter s paper are to be published in The Messenger, 
the new official organ of the National Council. 

You will be pleased to know that the National Council has accepted 
our invitation to hold its Annual Meeting this year at Toronto. It is hoped 
that each member of this Council will feel personally responsible for the 
comfort and entertainment of our guests. 

In the early part of the year the Ottawa Local Council asked our con 
currence in a petition to the Government, for the establishment of a central 
Provincial Home for discharged female prisoners. As Toronto has several 
"Homes 1 where these unfortunates may be sheltered, as well as a Prison 
ers Aid Association, w r hich cares for discharged prisoners of both sexes, 
your Executive thought it unnecessary to join in this request. 

Committees on Vacation Schools and Supervised Playgrounds, and 
Promotion of a Fniform Standard of Education and of Dominion Registra 
tion for Teachers, have been added to the Standing Committees of the 
Council. 

With enlarged numbers, the Committee on Pernicious Literature stands 
well equipre l. and everv woman here to-dav is earnestly asked to do her 
utmost to help in this effort to keep pure the minds and the morals of our 
bovs and our girls. 

With the other Councils, we resrret exceedingly that Miss Teresa Wilson 
has felt it necessary to sever her connection with the National Council, and

as a slight evidence of our esteem we have tendered her the following reso 
lution: 

Resolved, That we, the members of the Toronto Local Council of 
Women, desire to place on record this expression of our sincere regret at 
losing the valued and efficient services of Miss Teresa F Wilson Corre 
sponding Secretary of the National Council of Women of Canada- also 
that we wish to express our appreciation of Miss Wilson s untiring efforts 
to promote the interests of this Local Council, and we hope to have the pleas 
ure in the near future of welcoming her amongst us again. 

; is a matter for congratulation that Toronto retains the Head Office 
that it has been possible to secure so able a successor to Miss Wilson 
as Mrs. Willoughby Curnmings. 

The resignation of Mrs. George Kerr, our President for the past two 
years, deprives the Council of a leader whose calm judgment and wise 
executive ability have done much to further its aims.

WOMAN S CHRISTIAN TEMPERANCE UNION. 

Our motto, "For God and Home and Native Land," has been kept 
constantly before us the past year, A provincial prohibitory law, passed 
by the Legislature of Manitoba, was challenged by the liquor men of that 
province as beyond the jurisdiction of a Provincial Government, and the 
matter was sent to the Privy Council of the Motherland for settlement. 
Early in the year the decision of this august tribunal gave the power to 
the Provincial Legislature, and our Toronto W. C. T. U. was one or the 
first to pass a resolution, calling on our Ontario Premier, Hon. Geo. W. 
Ross, to make use of this God-given opportunity of ridding our fair Prov 
ince of this curse by enacting a prohibitory law; and when, in response to 
many petitions, the Referendum of 4th December last was decided on, we 
went prayerfully into the fight. On the voting day, an all day of prayer 
was held in our Headquarters, 56 Elm street, from the hour the polls opened 
at 9 o clock till they closed at 5; the different local Unions 
taking different hours, and never before have we felt the Spirit s 
power more manifest than on that occasion. Our w r omen also provided 
lunch for the scrutineers at many of the polling places throughout the city, 
while others assisted in the committee rooms, and so we worked and prayed 
for the best interests of our beloved land. 

Petitions against the manufacture and sale of cigarettes have also been 
circulated and largely signed for presentation to the Dominion Parliament 
the coming session. 

Recently we applied to the City Council, asking them, through their 
Legislative Committee, to apply for and use their influence in obtaining the 
right of the municipal suffrage for our married women holding property. 

It somehow got whispered around that our Quarterly Temperance Les 
sons in the Sabbath Schools were in danger of being withdrawn, and, as- 
they had been instituted at the instigation of the National W. C. T. U., we 
were called upon to enter our protest with the Unions all over the world, 
which we accordingly did. The International Committee assured us that 
our fears were groundless, as there was no thought on their part of with 
drawing the temperance lessons. 

We also sent a resolution to the Right Hon. Joseph Chamberlain, com 
mending him for his stand in the British House of Commons, in stating that 
"It was the intention of the British Government to discourage the drink 
traffic among native races, as it ultimately destroyed all trade, by destroy 
ing the population. 

Our Frances E. Willard Home continues to do good work for the homo- 
less and friendless girls coming to our city, one hundred and thirty having- 
been cared for the past year. 

During the year we had the pleasure of entertaining the Twenty-fiftV 
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Annual Convention of the Provincial W. C. T. U., and of welcoming to 
.oronto, for the first time, our beloved World s President, the Lady Henry 
somerset. Space will not permit a mention of our other twenty-five depart 
ments of work, which have been faithfully carried on during the year that 
is gone.

THE HAVEN AND PRISON GATE MISSION. 

During our last institution year the Haven sheltered 475 people of all 
ages, nationalities and religions. Of these 398 were women and girls and 
77 were infants. 

There were 391 admissions during the year 332 women and 59 chil 
dren. Of the 332 women and girls, only 69 were maternity cases, and 131 
were given to _drink. The balance was made up of all sorts and conditions. 

Of the children, several belonged to married women, on whom, for vari 
ous reasons, rested the burden of the family support, so the babies were 
brought to us. 

Referring to our drinking women, I may say here, that we admit and 
re-admit so long as a woman gives evidence of a real desire to do better; 
but we have come to the conclusion, after long and painful experience, that 
in most cases it is wiser not to admit a woman until she is sober enough 
to be quiet and to know- whether she means to keep on drinking or to try 
and give it up. We have, in this way, raised a higher standard of conduct 
among the women, and secured greater comfort in the Home. 

These women who drink are our best workers in the laundry depart 
ment. Last year they earned $2,894.88. Had we been sufficiently equipped 
as to space, appliances and women, we could have doubled our work, ancl 
also our income from that source. 

Our sewing department did good work also, but was not a source of 
income, as the work done is only for the institution. 

Two women and sixteen babies died durinp- the year. 

Situations were found for 108 women and girls, and 15 of these took 
their infants with them. The friends of 23 others were induced to receive 
them, and 11 of these took their babies with them. The rest were variously 
disposed of according to the nature of their individual cases. 

Our chief difficulty still lies in the care of the feeble-minded, some of 
whom are old, some epileptic, some crippled, and all in need of greater indi 
vidual care than is possible to give them in the Haven. We do our best 
for them, but that is far below their need. 

Our daily religious services are made bright and interesting, and our 
women, with few exceptions, are glad to attend. Morning prayers are lei 
by the Superintendent, and the Sunday and week day services are con 
ducted by Christian workers from all the Protestant churches of the city. 
These are just glimpses of the seed-sowing. We work, and pray, and wait 
for the reaping.

ROUND TABLE CLUB. 

As a representative of the Round Table Club, I should like to say that 
it is a club made up of young women who attend the Conservatory School 
of Literature and Expression, During the past year our membership has 
so increased that we are seriously considering the limitation of nor num 
ber. Our aim has been twofold: First, to improve each member educa 
tionally by allowing her to do original work, and to this end we have had 
upon our programme a mock trial, several debates, scenes from Dickens, and 
impromptu speaking. Secondly, we aim to give each girl a knowledge of 
parliamentary procedure, and to develop her executive ability, and this has 
been done through the compiling of a good constitution, and the conducting 
of the club in a thoroughly businesslike way. 

Last spring the club arranged for and carried out a course of three 
lectures, which were given by Dr. Edward Howard Griggs, one of the fore 
most educators in America, and Dr. Hiram Corson, Professor of Enp-lish in 
Cornell University. These lectures were eminently successful, educationally 
and financially, and led to our engaging Dr. Corson to come again this 
spring and lecture for vis.. Besides these lectures by Dr. Corson, the club 
has undertaken a recital, to be given by Mrs. Agnes Knox Black and Miss 
Greta Massue. These will be the only entertainments of a public nature 
this season, as our object is to have few such, and to have them of such 
excellence that they may be of value educationally, both to the members 
of this club and the people of Toronto. 

Financially, we stand on a firm basis. After the lectures last year, we 
had some $300 in our treasury. Part of this money was spent in buying 
four pictures for our Round Table Hall. We have now on hand $150, 
w T hich we intend to use in enlarging our library. 

Outside of our own particular work, our club has been interested in a 
night class of twenty-five working girls, who paid a very small sum 
to be instructed in physical culture. This class has been conducted by 
Mrs. Cutter, and the senior members of the club, and such a spirit has been 
gendered among these girls that we are hoping it may be possible to open 
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sum, and we are gratified to know that their eiforts have met with success

THE WOMAN S AET ASSOCIATION OF CANADA. 

&lt; During the last year the Woman s Art Association of Canada has 
achieved distinct success in the holding of two exhibitions of foreign pic 
tures, one in March, consisting of a loan of pictures representing the best 
foreign masters of the Dutch and Scotch schools. For this exhibition the 
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iarger number of pictures came direct from Holland and Edinburgh, aug 
mented, however, by several works from Toronto collections. In Novembei 
another exhibition of the same two schools was held, illustrating the great 
est development of the present day water color paindng. 

The Montreal Branch of the Association has established a permanent 
depot of handicrafts, which has received more or less encouragement from 
the Association. The Doukhobor industries- were placed under their charge 
by the National Council of Women, through the Montreal Council. An 
exhibition of this work was held in the Art Gallery in Toronto in January, 
showing for the first time the status of the revived industries of the French- 
Canadian women, the Indian women, and the work of the Doukhobor womeu, 
the latter developed by the National Council. The Association is also in 
touch with the Galicians and their industries. 

The annual course of lectures has been given this autumn, and was of 
unusual interest. 

The Association is aiming at educational work, through exhibitions of 
the best pictures, and through the encouragement of those handicrafts which 
will employ the resources of people in and around their own homes. 

In this age isolated, unrelated effort cannot be effective. New oppor 
tunities are constantly being presented, where good productions from natural 
resources may be encouraged. To these the Association is striving to lend 
a helping hand, hoping that these industries may be of economic value 
to the country, as well as a protest against the commercialism and crudity 
of our age.

THE TOKONTO HUMANE SOCIETY. . 

Looking back over the fifteen years that the Toronto Humane Society 
has been organized, the Board of Directors feel that much has been accom 
plished, and that there is as an evidence of its work a noted improvement 
in the tone of public sentiment in all matters of cruelty. While there have 
been prosecutions, as the Report of the Humane Officer will tell, the greatest 
efforts have been in the direction of prevention by means of literature, 
Bands of Mercy and public meetings. Prosecutions rarely effect any change 
of heart, while education influences the whole life and conduct, and replaces 
cruelty with actual deeds of kindness and mercy. It is in this direction 
that we must look for the best result, and we ask our friends to aid us in 
still further advancing this cause by an active educational propaganda. 

We are more than ever impressed with the need for Bands of Meiv.y 
work among the children, for it is here the deepest and more lasting im 
passions can be made. 

The Lethal Chamber established through the efforts of the Society at 
the Agnes Street Police Station has been used a good deal during the year 
by citizens having old, diseased or deserted cats and dogs they wished fco 
see humanely destroyed. 

For the information of those not already aware of the fact, it might 
be stated that complaints or enquiries regarding the work are daily received 
at the Society s Office, 103 Bay Street.

ALUMXJE ASSOCIATION OF UNIVERSITY COLLEGE. 

The report of the Alumnae Association of University College must neces 
sarily be brief. The Association is a child in years, and as yet is neither 
numerically nor financially as strong as we desire it to be. Its aim, to quote 
from the Constitution, is to further the W 7 ell-being of the College, its gradu 
ates and undergraduates, by maintaining the interest of the members in the 
College, and in each other. Such an obiect may, at first, appear narrow, but 
when it is remembered that each year 25 or 30 women leave the College halls, 
having obtained the reward of four years of hard study, and take up their 
all-engrossing life-work in the numerous towns and cities throughout Canada 
and the United States, it can be understood that it is no mean endeavor to 
preserve the enthusiasm and interest of these graduates so that there may 
be some Dractical result therefrom. 

The work of the Association is done largely by committees, of whirh, 
besides the Executive, there are four, the W. L. S. Committee, the Academic^ 
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the Residence, and the Committee on Occupations for College Women. Of 
the last alone shall 1 say anything. This Committee, since its inception, has 
been very fortunate in its members, and as a result very vigorous and 
effective work has been done. Various fields of labor, many opened up for 
women only in recent years, have been thoroughly investigated. No longer 
do the graduating women turn blindly to teaching, journalism, secretarial 
work, libraries, even banking have proved more congenial and lucrative to 
some of our alert and clever graduates. It is the aim of this Committee 
on Occupations to become a medium between the employers and the alumnae. 
As yet it has been impracticable to establish a regualr bureau of registra 
tion, but we hope in the near future to surmount the difficulties that lie 
in the w r ay of that consummation. 

Not only does the Association endeavor to assist the (women) gradu 
ates, but special effort is made to keep in touch with the needs of the under 
graduate body. With this end in view a Committee is appointed annually 
to attend the meetings of the Women s Literary Society, the most repre 
sentative undergraduate association, and in many ways has given effective 
assistance. As other instances of this desire on the part of the Alumnae to 
retain the sympathy of the students, I may mention the Alumnae Prize 
offered annually in English Composition of the second year, and the "tea" 
for the graduating class, held during commencement week. 

This year a very successful departure has been made, in increasing the 
number of meetings held, from one or two a year to one a month. Gradu 
ates from nearby towns, whenever possible, swell the attendance at these 
meetings, and feel that they are rewarded, because of the excellence of the 
programmes. The topics are as varied as the tastes of our graduates. Lit 
erary and Scientific subjects vary discussions on questions of current inter 
est. Then, too, many graduates have studied, and are studying, abroad or in 
the United States, and these gladly respond to any call upon them, so that 
we have listened to, and discussed, papers showing an able and appreciative 
grasp of educational and other problems, as they affect the foremost nations 
of Europe. This is especially beneficial, as it counteracts any tendency to 
narrowness. 

As yet the Association as a body has not seen fit to do any purely 
philanthropic work, so popular with the graduates of the American uni 
versities for women, but individual members of the Association are, we 
believe, giving valuable assistance in the East End Settlement work.

LADIES MONTEFIORE BENEVOLENT SOCIETY. 

This Society, as its name implies, was organized (nearly forty yeara 
ago) for the relief ox the Jewish poor. Besides aiding the residents of this 
city, there are many foreigners quite ignorant of the language of the 
country. These are cared for until they are able to gain a livelihood. The 
main object is to prevent pauperism, and to this end work is generally found 
for the able-bodied. A special object in view r is the founding of a "Home" 
for widows and orphans, and the Society is taking steps to co-operate with 
other cities of the Dominion in this matter. Although coal has been particu 
larly scarce and expensive, means have been taken to find out the needy and 
to s*upply their wants. A Committee of ladies visits the hospitals, as well as 
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looking after the sick at their own homes. An Executive meeting is held 
monthly, and a "Dorcas" takes place once a week, when the poor f PP 1y f or 
Lhe present membership of the Society is about sixty.

ABERDEEN ASSOCIATION. 

The Toronto Branch of the Aberdeen Association has just completed a 
successful year, in spite of the fact that we have had to adapt our work to 
new conditions, which threatened at first to hinder it materially. In former 
years the Association has had the privilege of free postage on five-pourd 
parcels of books and magazines, sent out monthly to settlers leadin/ lives 

isolation scattered through the great North- West. But at the besiiuniiii 

this year, like a bolt from the blue, came the order that in f ut a e our 
parcels must not exceed two pounds. With the fear before on- eyes of 
losing our franking privilege altogether, it was decided to thoroughly revise 
our lists, in order that we might feel sure we were sendiao- paA-Is to nc 
me who did not really need them. It was thought that among those who 

been on the lists for some years, there might be some who by this time 
had become fairly well-to-do, and could afford to obtain reading matter for 
themselves. A circular was sent, therefore, to all our correspondents, tellino- 
them of the reduction in our postal privileges, and the need of revising the 
lists, and asking them if they could do without our help altogether- an.i if 
they were willing to pay the postage on their parcels. The answers 
received all expressed the greatest gratitude for the pleasure the Aberdeen 
monthly parcels had given. A number of correspondents, while sayino- they 
would miss the literature greatly, felt that they might be dropped from the 
List, to make room for new-comers into the country, more needv, perhaps 
themselves; others said that they were unable to procure reading 
matter for themselves, but would gladly pay the postage; and still others 

they were unable to do even this, and would like, if possible, to receive 
free parcels as heretofore. 

We now send to 180 addresses, ten of which are assigned to each regular 
worker. During the year 1,361 franked parcels have been mailed, besides 
those on which the recipients have paid the postage. 

At the beginning of the year it was thought desirable to establish

WOMEN TEACHERS ASSOCIATION. 

The Women Teachers Association is able to report a very successful 
year of work. The membership has greatly increased, and the financial 
standing is quite satisfactory. 

The question that was given the most consideration was the advisability 
of taking steps to secure a building, to be owned by the Association and 
used by it for business and social meetings. When this was being discussed 
a communication was received from the Women s Canadian Historical 
Society, asking the W. T. A. to consider uniting with it in the proposed plan 
to erect a Victoria Memorial Hall. While heartily in sympathy with the 
scheme, it was felt that the Association could not bind itself to assist, for 
it was rumored that plans for obtaining a hall to be owned by the whole 
body of teachers (men and women) were being discussed by the Executive 
of the Toronto Teachers Association. A resolution was sent to the latter 
body, stating that in the opinion of the W. T. A. it is very desirable that 
the teachers own and manage a building of their own. 

Another question which was considered was the importance of 
members being present at the meetings of the Toronto Public School Board. 
Arrangements were made whereby representatives may attend the 
various meetings. 

The new programme of work as arranged by the School 
given careful attention. 

A subscription was taken up for "The National Sanitarium Assocn- 
tion," and at one of the meetings Mrs. J. McDonald, President of the 
East End Creche, presented the needs of the nursery, and asked for 
co-operation of the teachers, they were pleased to use their influence when 
the collection which the Board allowed, was taken up in the schools. 

Those members who attended the meeting of the National Council of 
Women at St. John, N.B., have spoken so favorably of the pleasure, the 
profit and the educational value of the trip, that when such trips are again 
arranged many more will be anxious to join the party. 

During the year a large number of the teachers took the training in 
Domestic Science, and have now the qualification necessary to teach that 
branch of Household Economics, when it is introduced into all the schools.

Society first came into existence its one aim has been, not simply to 
afford temporary relief to distress, but conscientiously to endeavor to add 
to the permanent resources of every woman applying for help by trainino- 
each one in a skilled use of her needle. 

The shop under the charge of the Industrial Eoom is open all the year 
round in the Forum Building on Yonge Street, and there at any time work 
may. be bought or orders given, but the special office of the Society is most 
actively carried on through January, February and March, the three months 
that press most heavily on the poor. In these months the rooms are open-l 
every Thursday mornmo- at 9, and soon filled by our ninety women They 
work for two hours, are paid for the work they have brought in and take 
other work away with them. 

The market to which untrained women can bring their wares grows 
smaller all the time. We believe that a woman who can sew really well &gt;s 
provided with one resource that never goes out of elate, and we would uro-e 
most earnestly on all interested in the well-being of Canadian women to s*e 
to it that every girl is taught at school to use her needle intelligently avl 
lovingly.

PROTESTANT ORPHANS HOME. 

The general features of the work of the Protestant Orphans Home 
varv but little from ye*r to year. A Board of Managers, Consisting 
twentv ladies, is responsible for the government of the institution, on 
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long since laid down by the wisdom of their predecessors, and embodied in 
the Eules and Regulations. Fatherless or motherless children, as well as 
orphans, are received, between the ages of three and twelve. The great 
majority of the children are placed in the Home by a widowed father &lt;&gt;r 
mother, who, in most cases, regards the arrangement as but a temporary 
expedient. Applications for admission have been fewer than usual during 
the past year. "The number of children admitted who are bereft of bo^h 
parents is suprisingly small. After the age of twelve, children who are not 
removed by relatives, are placed in situations, careful inquiry being made 
regarding the characters of those to whom they are. entrusted, and periodical 
reports required as .0 their well-being. All who are sheltered in the Home 
are under the care of the Eesident Matron and her assistants, and attend 
the School which is situated within the precincts of the institution.

WOMEN S MEDICAL ASSOCIATION. 

The Toronto Medical Women s Association consists, at present, of 
sixteen members, who are physicians in active practice in this city. 

The regular monthly meetings for the year 1902 have been well attendel. 

The chief objects of this Association are the study and discussion of 
such cases as are of scientific interest, or of special clinical significance, 
occurring in the general practice of its members, and the professional ad 
vancement of these members in relation to hospital and dispensing practice. 

When possible, minute investigation by means of the test-tube and 
microscope, has been undertaken, and speciments and reports of the same 
have been shown and given to this Association. All these have been found 
exceedingly helpful to the members, increasing their knowledge, adding to 
their skill, and widening the outlook on the theory and practice of medicine. 

During the year 1902 the T. M. W. A. made application to the several 
city hospitals, on which they had not representation, to add one or more of 
their number to the visiting staff. As a result of this application, two 
women physicians, Dr. Jennie Gray and Dr. Jean Wilson, were appointed 
registrars on the General Hospital visitinsr staff.

THE ASSOCIATED CHARITIES OF TORONTO. 



The past year has been productive of much valuable work in many 
directions. Its operations have radiated over all parts of the city, and to 
many places throughout the Dominion. The correspondence has extended to 
several cities in the United States and Great Britain. This branch has mainly 
been inquiry from charity organizations and private individuals about per 
sons in destitute circumstances, in receipt of aid, or asking for it, and for 
information regarding others who had given this city as their former place 
of residence, or that still of their relatives, the tracing of whose past record 
has brought to light some strange revelations, in some cases resulting in 
the friends providing for those who for years have been lost trace of, with 
warm appreciation of the Society s assistance, in other cases revealing 
falsehood and imposture, thereby protecting the charitably disposed ani 
others from being the victims. 

The Society is maintaining for the use of the citizens and the charity 
societies a registration bureau, where there is kept on file records of all 
persons and families being helped or having received help from any source, 
to what extent the same has been given, and the relative worthiness of the 
recipient derived from careful investigation. These records exceed three 
thousand, furnishing a valuable bureau of information; they are never 
published, save in the case of fraud, but are open to examination by mem 
bers and co-operating societies. Cases enquired about by members receive 
the personal attention of the Secretary, are carefully and kindly looked into 
by her, and reported on to the member making enquiry, and immediate 
relief obtained from the proper source for the deserving. 

Thus far there have been fewer applicants for relief, even in face o* 
the dearth and high price of fuel than in former years, and the Board if 
warranted in saying that to some extent may this be credited tt the 
efficiency of their work, in suppressing imposture, at the same time obtain- 
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merited and S ivin g encouragement in other direc-

LOCAL COUNCIL OF JEWISH WOMEN.

While the number of branches of the Council of Jewish 
Women continues to increase in the United States and the Old Country, 
the only city in the Dominion of Canada where a Lodal 
of Jewish Women exists. Our membership is small numberiao- 
only twenty-one, but each member is active and zealous in her efforts to 
promote the objects of the Council. 

Meetings are held weekly for the study of the Bible and Jewish history. 
Orreat assistance is rendered by the Minister, Rev. S. Jacobs, in attaining 
good results. 

A. sewing school is also conducted by the members of the Council at 
which about fifty children of the poorer class attend very regularly everv 
week, and much good work is here accomplished.

The Toronto Festival Chorus, now affiliated with the Local Council of 
Women, is the oldest organization of its kind in Toronto. Through its 
hation, it is hoped that Mus.c will assume a more active phase in thp 
work of the Council of Women. 

The Festival Chorus has been a practical agency in the development of 
music, both Choral and Orchestral, in Toronto, for over thirty years. This 
year the Oratorio of the "Messiah was given twice, before large audi 
ences, in Massey Hall ; and at present the following works are in preparation 
for the Festival in April next: "Dream of Jubal," by Sir Alexander 
Mackenzie; Battle of the Baltic, Villiers Stanford; "Golden Legend 
Sir Arthur Sullivan. The Festival will be distinguished as the occasion of 
the first visit of Sir Alexander Mackenzie to Canada, who will himself con 
duct several of the works. 

The Festival Chorus will continue to fulfil its mission of Musical 
Education, the special work of which has been to train singers taken from 
all sections of the community to render the works of the great Masters 
and thus carry out its principles as an Educational agency in the uplifting 
and musical development of our Canadian people. 

By unanimous vote the Festival Chorus has identified itself as benig in 
harmony with the aims and purposes of the Council of Women.

OF THE 

Toronto Local Council 

IN FEDERATION WITH THE 

NATIONAL COUNCIL OF WOMEN OF CANADA. 



PKEAMBLE. 

Believing that the more intimate knowledge of one another s work will 
result in larger mutual sympathy and greater unity of thought, and therefore 
in more effective action, certain Associations of Women interested in Phil 
anthropy, Keligion, Education, Literature, Art and Social Eeform, have 
determined to organize Local Councils, and to that end join in the following: 

CONSTITUTION. 

ARTICLE I. NAME. 

This Federatin shall be called the Local Council of Women of Toronto 
in affiliation with the National Council of Women of Canada. 

ARTICLE II. POLICY. 

The aim of the Local Council is to bring the various Associations of 
Women in Toronto into closer relations through an organized union; but 10 
Society entering a Local Council shall thereby lose its independence in aim 
or method, or be committed to any principle or method of any other Society 
in the Council, the object of which is to serve as a medium of communica 
tion anu a means of prosecuting any work of common interest. 

ARTICLE III. MEMBERS. 

SEC. 1. Any Society of Women, the nature of whose work is satisfac 
tory to the Executive Committee of the Local Council, may become members 
of said Council by its ow r n vote. 

SEC. 2. The women of any organization, composed of both men an;l 
women, may associate themselves by their own vote and join said Locil 
Council. 

SEC. 3. Any women representing organized Societies of Women which 
by reason of internal regulations cannot affiliate, and which it is at the same 
time desirable to have represented, may be invited by the President and 
Executive to join the Committee. 

ARTICLE IV. OFFICERS. 

The Officers of the Local Council shall consist of a President, one or 
more elected Vice-Presidents, ex-officio Vice-Presidents (Presidents of all 
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Societies federating in a Local Council), a Corresponding Secertary 
Recording Secretary, and a Treasurer. 

These Officers shall comprise the Executive Committee, whose business 
it shall be to control and provide for the general interests of the Counc l 
ive members shall constitute a quorum of this Committee. 

ARTICLE V. MEETINGS. 

SEC. 1. This Local Council shall hold Annual Meetings for the election 
of officers and other business. 

SEC. 2. The Committee of Arrangements shall consist of the Executive 
Committee. 

SEC. 3. At the Annual Meeting each Society belonging to the Council 
shall have five votes (exclusive of that cast by the President). 

SEC. 4. All other members of any Society belonging to the Council may 
have the privilege of participating in all discussions that may arise at thp 
Annual Meeting, but may not vote. 

SEC. 5. Other meetings of the Lotal Council may be held from time to 
time as may best promote the interests of said Council. 

SEC. 6. All new business to be brought before the Annual Meeting of 
the Local Council must first be submitted to the Executive Committee as a 
notice of motion. 

ARTICLE VI. FEES. 

Each Society federating in this Local Council shall pay an annual fee of 
$2.00 towards the expense fund of the said Council. 

ARTICLE VII. PATRONS. 

SEC. 1. Any person whose name is acceptable to the Executive Com 
mittee may become a Patron of the Local Council upon the payment of $5.00 
annually, or $50.00 at one time. 

SEC. 2. The names of Patrons shall be placed with those of the Execu 
tive Committee on all printed documents. 

SEC. 3. Any person whose name is acceptable to the Executive Com 
mittee, and who is not connected with any affiliated Society, may become .1 
member of the Local Council on payment of $1.00 annually, and may take 
part in the proceedings and discussions of the public meetino-s of the Coun 
cil, but is not entitled to vote. Such members shall receive free all litera 
ture published by the Council. 

SEC. 4. Any person whose name is accepted by the Executive Com 
mittee may become a Life Member of the Local Council on payment of i. 
fee of $15.00, and may take part in the proceedings and discussions of the 
pubfic flieetino-s of the Council, but is not entitled to vote. The names of 
such Life Members shall be printed immediately after those of the Life 
Patrons of the Local Council, and they shall be entitled to receive free all 
ordinary literature published by the Local Council. 

ARTICLE VIII. AMENDMENTS. 

This Constitution may be altered or amended by a two-thirds vote of 
the Local Council at any annual meeting, provided that such alteration be 
in harmony with the Constitution of the National Council, notice of the pro 
posed change having been sent to the Executive of the National Council two 
months, and to each Society belonging to the Council at least one month, 
prior to such meeting 1 . 
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STANDING- ORDERS 

OF THE 

Toronto Local Council 

IN FEDERATION WITH THE 

NATIONAL) COUNGIb OF WOMEN OF CANADA. 



1. MEETINGS. 

1. The Annual Meeting of the Local Council shall be held during the 
last week of January of each year, unless an alteration of the date is 
deemed advisable by the Executive. 

2. The Local Council shall hold three regular public meetings (exclusive 
of the ^xnnual Meeting) during the year, the date of such meetings to be 
left. to the Executive to decide. 

3. The order of business at the Annual Meeting of the Council shall bs 
as follows: 

1. Prayer. 

2. Eoll call. 

3. Minutes of last Annual Meeting. 

4. President s opening remarks. 

5. Correspondence. 

6. Appointment of members of the Council as returning officers and 

tellers for the ballot voting, if necessary. 

7. Annual Reports. 

8. Reports ot Local Societies and Institutions. 

9. Appointment of Auditors. 

10. Voting for Officers by ballot. 

11. Amendments to Rules and Standing Orders (if any). 

12. Motions of which due notice has been given to the Executive 

Committee, and by them to each Affiliated Association, and 
Amendments relevant to the motions before the meetings. 

13. Other business. 

(This order to be followed as near a,s possible at all public 
Meetings.) 

4. Special Meetings of the Local Council for urgent business may be 
convened by the President at her own discretion, or at the request in writ 
ing of three members of the Executive. 

5. Standing Committees and Sub-Committees may be appointed by the 
Executive as may be found necessary for the efficient carrying on of the 

business of the Council. Each of such Committees shall appoint a Secretary, 
who shall present a report, first to the Executive and then at one of the 
regular public meetings. 
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6 - A preliminary Agenda for the Annual Meeting shall be sent out to 
each affiliated Society and Institution two months before the Annual Meet 
ing, and shall be laid before each such body for discussion along with the 
nomination papers for officers, in order that suggestions as to any notice 
of amendment, alteration, support or withdrawal may be sent back to the 
i-xecutive three weeks after its receipt. The final Agenda, as amende i. 
be returned a month before the Annual Meeting in order that each 
Society may be able to consider it at their ordinary monthly meeting and 
shall instruct their delegates how to vote. 

7. Eesolutions from affiliated Societies and Institutions must be received 
Corresponding Secretary two months before the Annual Meeting in 

&lt;)rder that they may be placed on the preliminary Agenda, and be sent out 
for the consideration and amendment of the affiliated organization. Amend 
ments can be sent in when the preliminary Agenda is returned to the Cor 
responding Secretary. 

8. If a two-thirds majority of the National Executive deem any resolu 
tion sent up by the Local Councils or Nationally Organized Societies unsuit 
able or inadvisable for presentation to the Council, it shall not be placed on 
the Agenda. The votes composing the above two-thirds majority shall be 
given, either personally or in writing, by the actual members of the said 
Executive. 

9. Motions shall be placed on the Agenda, either by the Executive Com 
mittee or by any of the affiliated bodies, but no resolution shall be sent in 
by any individual. 

10. Delegates shall occupy seats, allotted by the previous arrangement 
to the representatives of affiliated Societies and Institutions. 

.1. The public is privileged to attend the meetings of the Council, not 
including the meeting of the Executive Committee. 

II. DUTIES OF OFFICERS. 

1. The President, or in her absence, one of the elected Vice-Presidents, 
shall preside at all meetings of the Local Council and its Executive. She 
shall take a general supervision of all its work. 

One of the elected Vice-Presidents of the Local Council shall act in 
the absence of the President, or the Executive may appoint an Acting 
President. 

3. The Recording Secretary shall keep a correct record of all meetings 
and of all motions and resolutions, shall ^prepare an Order of Business of 
each meeting, and attend to all printing. 

4. The Corresponding Secretary shall have charge of all correspond 
ence, read the roll call, and keep a correct list of all the affiliated Societies 
and their authorized representatives. She shall also present a full report of 
the year s proceedings at the Annual Meeting. 

5. The Treasurer shall receive, collect and hold all moneys of the Coun 
cil, disbursing the same by order of the President. She shall pay out all 
accounts by means of checks, and shall have her book audited by an auditor 
appointed by the Council, before presenting her Annual Report. All sub 
scriptions and fees shall be acknowledged by official receipt, signed by the 
Treasurer. 

III. ELECTION OF OFFICERS. 

1. Nomination papers for the officers of the Local Council shall be sent 
out by the Executive to each affiliated Society and Institution two months 
before the Annual Meeting, and shall be returned by them within thres 
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weeks after receipt to the Corresponding Secretary, filled in in accordance 
with the instructions of each affiliated Society or Institution. 

2. Nominations for officers of the Local Councils may be made by each 
affiliated Society or Institution, and by the Executive Committees of Local 
Councils, but not by individual officers of the same. 

3. Election of officers shall be by ballot. 

4. The Corresponding Secretary shall make a list of all nominations 
received, and shall send a copy of such list to each officer, affiliated Society 
or Institution of the Local Council, one month before the Annual Meeting, 
in order that each affiliated Society or Institution may be able to instruct 
its delegates to vote for the candidates which it prefers. 

5. The ballot papers for the election of general officers shall be supplied 
to each member of the Council by the returning officers. The voters shall be 
required to mark their papers and hand to the returning officers. No mem 
ber of th e Council shall receive a second ballot paper, except from the 
returning officers in exchange for the one previously given. 

6. In the case of the resignation or death of an officer during her term 
of office, a successor shall be elected by the Executive to serve during the 
remainder of such term. 

IV. KULES OF ORDER. 

1. Every person when speaking shall stand, and shall address the chair. 

2. The President may at any time take the opinion of the Council as 1o 
the length of time to be allowed for discussion of any motion, and shall 
then, at her own discretion, limit the time for the speaker. 

3. The President of the Council, or any member, may, at the close of 
any speech, propose, without debate, That the question be now put ; and 
if the motion be seconded and carried by a majority, the original resolution, 
or the resolution as amended, shall be at once put without debate. 

4. Every motion shall be proposed, or, in other words, read by the pro- 
siding officer before it is open to debate or amendment. Only two amend 
ments shall be proposed at one time to a motion or question. In other words, 
there shall be only three questions at one time before th Council, the main 
motion, an amendment, and an amendment thereto. But when an amend 
ment to an amendment is disposed of, another amendment can be proposed, 
provided it is not one similar to that already voted on. But a motion for 
the adjournment of Council or debate is always in order under such circum 
stances. 

5. Motions and amendments shall be voted on in the reverse order to 
that in which they are submitted, the last amendment being thus voted on 
first. 

6. All special motions shall be in writing, and shall be seconded before 
being put from the chair, but motions for the adjournment of Council or of 
debate, or for the previous question, or mere routine business, need not bo 
written. 

7. A motion that is not seconded may not be proposed from the chair, 
and no entry thereof shall be made in the minutes. 

8. A motion may be withdrawn with the consent of the members of the 
Council present, or, in other words, without a negative voice. 

9. Any member may require the question under discussion to be read 
at any time of the debate, but not so as to interrupt a speaker. 

10. A motion to ad.iourn is always in order, and shall be voted on with 
out, debate, when there is a question under consideration; when there is no 
such question under discussion, and the motion for adjournment is a sub- 
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stantive or main motion, a debate thereon is permissible, but it must be 
confined to the question of adjournment. A motion to adjourn cannot be 
amended, and must be simply, "That the Council be now adjourned," or 
That the debate be now adjourned." A motion that the Council do ad 
journ to a particular day or hour, is always amendable with respect to the 
day or hour. 

11. No question or motion can be regularly offered if it is substantially 
the same as the one on which the judgment of the Council has already besn 
expressed during the meeting of the Council. 

12. Amendments must be relevant to the subject matter of the original 
motion. 

13. The Secretary or Eecording Officer shall make no entry of a motion 
or proposed resolution except it is proposed by the chair. 

14 .The presiding officer shall decide all questions of order, subject to 
an appeal to the Council, and in explaining a point of order or proceedure, 
she shall state the rule or authority applicable to the case. 

15. No member shall speak twice to a motion or question, except in 
explanation of a material part of her speech in which she may have besn 
misconceived, but then she may not introduce new matter. A member who 
has spOKen to a motion may speak again when a new question or an amend 
ment is proposed to the motion. A reply shall be allowed only to the mover 
of a main or substantive motion. 

16. When two or more members rise to speak, the presiding officer shail 
call upon the member who, in her opinion, first rose in her place; and should 
more than one member rise at once, the presiding officer shall determine who 
is entitled to the floor. 

17. No member shall speak to any question after the same has been 
fully put by the presidin^ officer. 

18. If a member was not present in the hall and did not hear the ques 
tion read or "put by the presiding officer, she shall not vote on that 
question. 

19. When a debate on a question is concluded, the presiding officer shall 
proceed to put the question. If a question has not been heard, she shall read 
it again to the meeting. Having read the question on which the decision of 
the meeting is to be first given, she shall take the sense of the members by 
saying, Those who are in favor of the motion or amendment shall say 
aye, 1 "those who are of the contrary opinion shall say no." When the 
supporters or the opponents of the motion have given their voices for and 
against the same, the presiding officer shall say, I think the ayes have it, 
or "I think the noes have it," or "I cannot decide." Any member of the 
Council feeling a doubt as to the correctness of the decision may call for a 
division. 

20. On the general business of the Council, the sense of the delegates 
shall be taken in the usual parliamentary method of asking for ayes and 
noes, as prescribed in the foregoiner order. In cases where a division is called 
for, the vote shall be taken by calling over the roll of affiliated bodies, when 
fthe vote of each such body shall be given by the delegate or delegates 
present. 

21. The President, or person occupying the chair, shall have a casting 
rote when there is a tie, but shall not otherwise vote as a member of the 
Council. 

22. In the event of the full number of delegates from any affiliated 
Society or Institution not being able to attend, the full number of votes to 
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which each such body is entitled shall be given by such delegate or delegates 
as are present. 

23. The responsibility for the appointment and instruction of delegates 
to the Annual Meeting rests solely with the ladies appointing, and dele 
gates are required to act in strict accordance with the instructions of the 
affiliated Society or Institution which they represent, and on points which 
may incidentally arise, as far as they can judge in accordance w 7 ith the 
spirit of that organization, and not as individuals. 

24. Local Councils shall not bring any matters before the Provincial 
Legislatures without first receiving the endorsation of the Executive Com 
mittee of the National Council. 

25. When any doubt arises on the proper procedure to be followed, ref 
erence shall be made to "Dr. Bourinot s Book on Parliamentary Procedure 
and Procedure at Public Meetings. ; 

V. AMENDMENT OF STANDING ORDERS. 

1. The By-laws may be altered or amended at any time by a two-thirds 
vote of the Local Council, notice of proposed change having been given at a 
previous meeting.

1. MEETINGS. 

1. The meetings of the Executive Committee shall be convened by the 
President, or Acting President, at such times and places as may seem to her 
desirable for the efficient conduct of the work of the Local Council. Not less 
than a week s notice shall be given to each member, unless somo urgent 
business compels the Committee being called together at short notice. 

2. At the ordinary meetings of the Executive Committee the order of 
business shall be: 

1. Prayer. 

2. Eoll Call. 

3. Reading, Correction and Approval of the Minutes of meeting. 

4. Correspondence. 

5. Eeport of Corresponding Secretary. 

6. Report of Treasurer. 

7. Report of Sub-Committees (if any). 

8. Business arising out of Minutes. 

9. Any business carried over from last meeting. 
10. New business. 
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3. Special meeting may be called by any three members of the Execu 
tive requesting the President in writing to convene a meeting. A week s 
notice must be given in such cases, and the place of meeting left to the 
option of the President. The names of the three members requesting the 
meeting^ shall be mentioned in the notice summoning the meeting. 

The notice calling each Committee shall contain the terms of anv 
important resolution or urgent business of which notice has been given in 
sufficient time so to do. 

2. EULES or ORDER. 

1. All correspondence of importance shall be submitted to the President, 
and copies of all letters of moment sent out by the Secretary shall be kept 
and produced, if desired, by the Executive. 

2. When the President of any affiliated Society or Institution is unable 
to attend a meeting of the Executive, it shall be competent to the Executive 

Committee of such affiliated Society or Institution to appoint a substitute* 
to attend in her place, or to empower their President or representative to 
appoint a substitute. 

The affiliation of Local Societies and organizations shall be accepted 
on the following terms: 

1. Reeemt of formal letter enclosing copy of resolution passed at the 

meeting affiliating Local Societies or Institutions. 

2. A statement of the aims and objects of the Society or organization. 

3. Payment of affiliation fee. 

4. Approval of the Executive Committee expressed by resolution. 

4. All correspondence received since last meeting shall be upon the table 
iled according to subject and date. Such general correspondence as the 
Committee desire to hear shall be read by the Corresponding Secretary, be 
fore each subject comes on for discussion, and any communication relating 
thereto, which may be considered important, shall be read to the meetim* 
Any member shall be entitled to call for the reading of other communica 
tions. 

5. A memorandum of notes sent by absent members and a record of 
attendance shall be kept by the Recording Secretary. 

_ 6. Any part of the regular business of a meeting may be taken up out 
of its regular order, or any special business may be taken without notice, 
Duly when a motion of urgency has been passed by a majority of not less 
than two-thirds of the members present. 

7. Every notice of motion for the Agenda shall be sent in to the Corre 
sponding Secretary in writing, and shall be signed by the members of the 
Committee sending it in. 

8. All motions or amendments, other than mere formal ones, shall be 
reduced to writing. 

P. Motions to rescind resolutions passed within six months, and motions 
to the same effect as motions negatived within the previous six months, must 
be passer! bv n maiority of two-thirds of the members present. 

0. The President, or rerson occupying the chair, shall have a casting 
vote in the case of a tie. but shall not otherwise vote as a member. 

_ 11. Every member of the Committee when speaking shall address the 
chair onlv. 

12. The Standing Orders shall not be suspended unless by a unanimous 
vote. 

13. The abovo Standino- Orders shall be observed by the Sub-Committees 
so far as they are applicable.
